Then They Beat the Conductor and 
as the Motorman Is Running 
Away He Is Followed and 
Fired On—His Story 
of the Affair.

Waterbury, Conn., March 8.—Violence in 
‘ts worst form has broken out anew in 
Waterbury as a result of the hign fec!- 
ing in connection with the strike of the 
motormen and conductors of the Connec- 
ticut Street Railway and Lighting Com- 
pany. This time it is murder, and Police- 
man Paul Mendelsontn is the victim. John 
W. Chambers, a non-union motorman, is 
shot, and his whereabouts are unknown, 
and his conductor, George Weberendorfer, 
was pounded almost into insensibility. 

The scene of the crime was at Forest 
park, the terminus of the North Main 
Street line. The spot fis an isolated one, 
and when the car reached the end of the 
line the crew made preparations for the 
return trip. 

Immediately after the conductor turned 
the trolley and the motorman reversed his 
levers, the eight masked men sprang from 
the bushes by the roadside, entered the 
car and discharged their revolvers, every 
man being armed. Officer Mendelsohn 
fell at the first report. and, as a later 
examination showed, the first shot was 
fatal, having plerded his heart. The mo- 
torman was also nit and leaped from his

Motorman‘s Narrow Escape. 

Weberndorfer saw his motorman leap 
from the car when he was shot, and he 
also saw him followed by the murderers. 
Whether he escaped, or whether he was 
carried off by the attacking party cannot 
be learned. The conductor regained his 
feet with difficulty and went to the side 
of the wounded officer, but he said that 
the officer was dead. 

Weberndorfer, hardly able stand,

An alarm was immediately sent around 
the city by the police and in a few mo- 
ments the entire detective department, 
accompanied by thirteen policemen, went 
to the scene of the murder. A thorough 
Search was made for Chambers, but at 
midnight he had not been found.

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COLONEL BLOUNT 
COES TO REWARD 


Former Congressman and Diplo- 
mat Dies in Macon 


Was Commissioner Paramount to 
Hawaiian Islands Under Cleve- 
lana—Had Brilliant Record 
as Soldier and States- 
man.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 8&:—(Special.)—Hon. 
James Henderson Blount, for twenty 
years a member of congress from this 
district, President Cleveland's special en- 
voy to the Hawailan tsiands and a states- 
man of international fame, died this 
morning at his residence on College 
street, at Tatnall square, in this city, af- 
ter an illness of only a few days. 

Colonel Blount was 67 years of age and 
for some months had been in poor health, 
but it was not until a few days ago that 
his friends or the members of his family 
were in the least alarmed about his con- 
dition. 

Always robust and 
return from Hawali, 
friends had been trained up to two years 
ago to look upon him as a man of good 
health, death was an- 
nounced of Macon this 
morning prepared to 
credit it. 

Since Colonel B'ount’s return from the 
islands, in whose history his name now 
figures so prominently, he has been lead- 
ing a quiet, retired life, devoting his time 
when his health permitted to his planta- 
tions.

Stricken With Paralysis. 

Two years ago Colonel’ Blount 
etricken with paralvsis and for some time 
it was feared he would not recover. But 
care and attention brought him to his 
feet again, and though his physical 
strength never returned he was able to 
resume his agricultural duties to which 
he devoted himself up to a few days ago. 
Last week. he was out and those who 
knew his condition little dreamed that 
death was so near. 

On Friday last he was taken ill, and 
within a short time those about him 
realized that he was rapidly approaching 
his end.

rapidly and that night the members of 
his family saw that the distinguished 
Georgian had but a few hours to live. 

Death came early this morning, and 
when Colonel Bleunt breathed his last 
every member of his immediate family 
except Joseph Blount was present. He 
had been notified of his father’s danger 
ous illness and was then en route from 
Washington to Macon. 

A Great Georgian. 

Among Georgians who have attracted 
the attention of the public generully te 
their native state few have done more 
for it than Colonel Blount. 

Born and reared in the very heart of 
the commonwealth, he was devoted to 
its every interest and his every energy 
was used in advancing the cause of the 
people among whom he lived. 

As a statesman he had few equals in 
the south, while as a soldier in the dark 
days of the sixties there were none more 
devoted to his southland or mwre valiant 
in its defense. 

When yet a young man Colonel Biount 
read law with the father of the late 
Colonel Hardeman and began his legal 
career at Clinton, in Jones county, where 
he met with a decided success. Colonel 
Blount was extensively interested’ in 
plantations, and between his law and 
his agricultural initerests was constantly 
busy. 

A few years before the civil war Colonel 
Blount moved to Macon and became a 
member of the bar of this city. He 
formed a partnership with Chief Justice 
Simmons and the late Colonel Isaac 
Hardeman, and few firms in the state 
were more successful than this one. 


Record as a Soldier. 

When the war between the states 
broke out Colonel Blount marched to the 
front with the old Floyd Rifles, one of 
the most historic companies of the state. 

He had enlisted as a private, and with 
musket and knapsack he was ever ready 
to discharge all duties assigned to him. 
He was as fearless as he was patriotic, 
and before the war had reached its con-

There has been an effort made 
by some persons not to go into a good 
Many details, but it seems from what 
ean be learned that there will be no 
concealments.

Again the Woman in the Case. 

The shooting of O'Hanlon on the train 
hear Wilmington by Conductor Pember- 
ton has developed another social sensa- 
tion, second only in magnitude to the 
diaywood-Skinner affair.

Much Asked of Department. 

It is decided by the legislature that 
Ihe state board of agriculture must pay 
$10,000 annually tcward the maintenance 
of the Agricultural and Mechanical col- 
lege, complete Watauga hall and Pullen 
(Memoria! hall at a cost of something like 
12,000, and then after this, if there are 
any surplus funds. can erect an agricul- 
tural building, which as planned will cost 
B50, 000. 

The department of agriculture desired 
that the legislature should make a direct 
@ppropriation for this building, and to 
complete the unfinished building, but 
when it found that the legislature would 
rot do this it expressed readiness to 
build the agricult‘iral building and to pay 
for it in four years. To this the legis- 
dature would not consent. 5 

All the funds of the department are 
received from the tonnage tax from fer- 
tilizers, and some years ago the judge 
of the federal court for this district ren- 
@ered a decision that this tax was only 
to be used for purposes connected with 
the inspection of fertilizers, and certain 
other objects. The point is made that 
while the board of agriculture could erect 
an agricultural building, it being the 
toard of trustees of the college, it could 
mot erect buildings designed for other 
gises, nor pay money for the maintenance 
of the college. 

It could do what it did last year; that 
Is, to pay $2,000 for free scholarships for 
agricultural students and $2,000 to stu- 
dents working on the farm. The legis- 
fature, it seems, is treading on rather 
dangerous ground, in view of the decision 
known as the Seymour decision, which 
has been in force ten or twelve years. 


Money for School Houses. 

A bill has passed the legislature al- 
lowing $200,000 to be lent by the staie 
to counties for building school houses. 
The money is to be returned in ten years 
and bear interest at 4 per cent, so that 
after the $200,000 is all lent, there will be 
coming in $28,000 annually, which can be 
Pain lent, 

Some of the ablest men in the state as- 
fure The Constitution that no greater 
Etep in the interest of education was ever 
taken in North Carolina. 

J. Y. Joyner, the state superintendent, 
who is the author of this bill, was inter- 
Siewed and said that there is nardly a 
county in the state which has not some 
district needing aid from this loan fund; 
that In one county twenty schools were 
closed this winter because the buildings 
svere not habitable, and while in another, 
Mecklenburg, the richest county in the 
state, the average value of fifteen pub- 
lic schools, including site and furniture, 
Was under $50. 

Great Work for Schools. 

Charles D. McIver, who is the represe?- 
tative in this state for the southern edu- 
cational board, was specially interviewed 
by The Constittuion regarding the educa- 
tional work planned by North Carolina 
this year, and said that the work for the 
tmprovements of rural public scnools, 
that is for local taxation in aid of them, 
improvement of buildings, consolidation of 
echool districts and other cognate mat- 
ters, will be at once the greatest and the 
gnost active this state has ever known. 
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Last year the first campaign along this 


line was held. The southern educational 
board will “aid fm canvassing the. state 
under a plan of campaign agreed on at 
the great educational conference held here 
in ‘February of last year. The southern 
educational board will furnish the speak- 
ers free of cost, and has plenty of monty 
to pay them, this to be done through Dr. 
McIver and for the specific purpose of 
carrying on such a campaign. 

The southern educational. board has co- 
@Perating with it the general education 
board, the latter putting up the money, 
the fund annually avallable for distribu- 
tions being at least $100,000, which is more 
than the income of the Peabody fund, the 
latter only amounting to some $90,000. To 
show the great work which is being done, 
it may be stated that within thirty days 
after the organization of the general edu- 
cational board it had offered to give to 
North Carolina rural public schools $10,- 
000, this going to the three counties of 
Guilford, Mecklenburg and Henderson. 
Arrangements have already been made 
for able speakers to go over the state. 
Congressman John H. Small gives a 
month of his time, and among the others 
who will canvass the state are ex-Gov- 
ernor Jarvis, Governor Aycock, Cyrus B. 
Watson, J. Y. Joyner and George T. 
Winston. 

The legislature has passed a Dill ap- 
propriating to the State Normal and In- 
dustrial college for women, at Greens- 
boro, $3,000 more than heretofore, this 
being because it seems certain that the 
Peabody fund aid will be withdrawn from 
this as well as from other institutions. 
i'p to this time this college has received 
from $2,000 to $5.000 annually from the 
Peabody fund, but it now seems reason- 
ably certain that all the Peabody fund 
will be used in building and equipping 
a great central college for the promotion 
of normal education. 

The bulletin of the state board of health 
for February was issued today. It shows 
that smallpox prevailed in thirty-one 
counties, and that there were nearly 500 
cases in these, Buncombe alone report- 
ing 24, Burke 75, Forsyth 5). Gullford 59. 
McDowell 40, Lincoln 29, Mecklenburg 50, 
Onslow 50, Rowan 27. Sampson 26, Surry 
42, Madison 25 and Swain 25. 

The appropriations bill for public in- 
stitutions, etc., as passed by the legis- 
lature, is for $1,071,452. 1t is claimed that 
the revenue will be increased $200,000 over 
last year, and the assertion is made by 
the chairman of the finance committees 
that if this is true the surplus will amount 
to $100,000, which Is a marked contrast to 
the state of affairs during the past two 
years, when the appropriations exceeded 
the revenues $429,000.

BURDICK CASE 
FROM PULPITS 


Rev..George Whitman Talks 
About Depravity in the 
Higher Circles. 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 8—The Burdick 
case was referred to from the pulpits of 
some of the churches of the city today. 
At the .Lafayette Baptist church, the 
Rev. George Whitman delivered a ser- 
mon, “‘Church Life versus Home Life."’ 

“Recent events in our city,” said Mr. 
Whitman, “have revealed the gay, irre- 
gious life which many of our more pros- 
perous people live. There is a growing 
reedlessness among many well-to-do per- 
sons, The type of depravity among per- 
sons in the higher circles is often worse 
than in the slums of the city. This gay, 
godless way of living often manifests 
itself in what is spoken of as club life. 
I admit that clubs differ in their aims, 
but I believe that that which is mechan- 
ically called club life ts opposed to the 
interests of the individual, to the church 
and the nation. A murder is committed 
in our city and two divorce causes are 
revealed. These have some relation to 
the club life. 

“America is fast following in the steps 
of the old Roman empire, the home is 
despised; children are an encumbrance; 
a poodle dog ig of more value than a 
baby. Wealth and pride consume tho 
life blood of the nation, and aristocratic 
weaknesses sap democratic vigor." 

That Lone Woman. 

Buffalo, N. Y., March 8.--The most im- 
portant development in the Burdick mur- 
der mystery today was the discovery by 
the police of evidence to corroborate the 
story told by Policeman Meyer of meet- 
ing a lone woman on Ashland avenue 
about 1 o’clock on the night of the mur- 
der. It is not much, but the police feel 
encouraged. The police will not divulge 
the name of the person who has come 
forward with the additional evidence. 
They are doing less talking about the 
case. The fact that they are still work- 
ing On the “‘lone woman” clew indicates 
that they have not abandoned the theory 
that a woman had a hand in the crime. 

Superintendent Bull stands firm in that

MOREPROTOCOLS 
T0 BE SIGNED 


Norway and Sweden’s Ar- 
rangement with Venezu- 
ela ls Ready, 


Washington, March 8.—The protocol be- 
Venezuela and Sweden and Nor- 
way for the adjustment of the claims of 
the latter country against Venezuela has 
been completed and will be signed by 
Baron A. Grip, the minister from 8we- 
den and Norway, and Herbert W. Bowen, 
Venezuela's representative, as soon as the 
document can be engrossed at the state 
department. The king of Spain will name 
the umpire of the commission. 

This leaves only two of the protocols 
with the unallied nations to be com- 
pleted, viz: Spain and Denmark, and 
Mr. Bown hopes they may be signed this 
week. 

Hay’s Response Satisfactory. 

Buenos Ayres, March 8&,—The Nacion 
publishes today an interview with For- 
eign Minister Drago, in which the min- 
ister declares that Senor Garcio Merou, 
the Argentine minister at Washington, 
has telegraphed him, announcing that 
the response of Secretary Hay to an Ar- 
gentine note setting forth the Argentine 
government’s ideas regarding Venezuela 
and Monroeism is satisfactory. 

Contents of Communication. 

Wahington, March 8.—The communica- 
tion from the Argentine government Tre- 
ferred to in the Buenos Ayres dispatch, 
it is understood, was a direct result of the 
blockade of the ports of Venezuela by 
the allied European nations. It was learn- 
ed tongiht that Senor Drago, the minis- 
ter of foreign affairs of Argentina, sent 
to Minister Garcia Merou a long instruc- 
tion giving the views of his government 
on the general question of the liability 
of American states for debts growing out 
of injuries to foreigners or of default in 
the payment of loans contracted by the 
state. Argentina desired to know how 
the government of the United States re- 
garded the question. Whether this com- 
munication was made the subject of a 
formal representation to this government 
or merely a verbal statement of the min- 
ister cannot be learned, but it is stated 
that Secretary Hay in his reply to the 
minister quoted from President Roose- 
velt’s recent messages and advocated 
settlgment of the disputes by arbitration 
when the claims were not capable of ad- 
justment by the peaceful methods of di- 
plomacy. In thts connection it is well 
known from their public statements on 
the subjects that both President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Hay do not believe 
that the South American governments 
should be shielded from the collection of 
just debts against them by European 
nations, so long as in the enforcement 
of the payment of these obligations no 
question of American sovereignty is in- 
volved and no attempt to acquire terri- 
tory is made.

Mr. Hadley was followed at 11:30 o'clock 
by Dr. Hunt, of Denison, Ohio, in a 
strong address, the subject “I want 
you to consider,”’ said the speaker, ‘‘be- 
ing ‘What the atonement should mean to 
the saved.’ ’’ 

“After salvation—works. Works,"’ said 
Mr. Hunt, “‘are a guarantee of good faith, 
a showing to the world of what the Lord 
has done in our hearts. The effect of 
the atonement in the individual should be 
marked. If it is not we should examine 
ourselves very carefully. After conver- 
sion there should be. definite results in 
the life. A spirit of gratitude to God 
should be manifested and there should be 
a lack of self-gratulation. Men boast of 
being self-made and too often they wor- 
ship the maker. Charity wmto others ids 
another manifestation of the Christ life. 

“It was John Bunyan who sald, watch- 
ing a poor convict who was passing by, 
‘There goes John Bunyan except for the 
grace of God.’ If you have aught against 
your brother that you can’t forgive, think 
of your own life. How are you living? 

“He to whom so much has been for- 
given will surely find it possible to for- 
give. 

Victory Over Sin. 

“Again, personal holiness should char- 
acterize the Christian’s life. I do not 
mean perfection at once; but increasing 
victory over sin will mark the life that 
has ‘been saved at the foot of the cross. 
The cross of Christ is the only means 
of securing the higher life. He bore our 
sins on the tree that our lives might be 
freed from sin. Am I the better man 
that Jesus died to make me? ‘Receive 
not the grace of God in vain.’ 

‘The Christian life should be a life of 
service that was in Christ Jesus. We 
have learned what the cross of Christ 
means, we must now face Our OWN Cross. 
Bring your life to the cross and see how 
it looks. Am I a Christian? Do 1] have 
dollars for theatefs and dimes for Chris- 
tian service? Talk not of Christ's cross 
until you are willing to take up your own 
cross. 

“Cease praising the cross of Christ un- 
til you have entered into the fellowship 
of His suffering. Make a full surrender 
unto Him. His’ love will not require any- 
thing of you that is not for the beat. 
‘How easily men sing into unforgotten 
graves, while now and then one forgets 
himself into immortality... He died for 
all in order that all who live might not 
live unto themselves.”

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KILLED NEGROES 
~ WHILE IN BEDS 


United Mine Workers Inves- 
tigate Slaying of the 
Colored Miners. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 8.—The offi- 
cial report of Chris Evans, who was sent 
to the West Virginia coal fields to in- 
vestigate the killing of the colored min- 
ers at Atkinsville, has been received at 
the headquarters of the United Mine 
Workers. 

The report says that General St. Clair, 
the attorney for the coal companies, 
created an agitation to have the men ar- 
rested and taken to Charleston, and that 
immediately afterwards arrangements 
were made with the Tnited States mar- 
shal by the mine workers officials to give 
bond for all who were arrested, but later, 
on account of the agitation created by 
Deputy Marshal Cunningham, the agree- 
ment with the marshal was broken and 
Cunningham was sent to arrest the men. 

According to the report, there was 
freat feeling against Cunningham and 
the mén decided not to allow hfm to ar- 
rest them, and he was driven away. Mr. 
Evans says tnat he sent a telegram to the 
men to submit quietly, but that the coal 
companies who own all the telegraph and 
telaphone lines into the town refused to 
deliver it, and before he could get any 
message to the men, Cunningham and his 
deputies, who, he says. were the worst 
characters he could collect, went to the 


town a second time and killed the min- 
ers in their beds at night. The next day 
he says forty-eight men were arrested for 
conspiring to kill Cunningham. He as- 
serts that three negro miners were killed 
by the deputies without being given an 
opportunity to surrender, and says a cor- 
oner’s jury hag returned a verdict of 
felonious killing against Cunningham.

He was a man of a logical turn of 
mind and a deep thinker and in a short 
time became one of the political leaders 
of the state. Time and time again com- 
missions requiring hard study and great 
physical work were intrusted to him. 
Each time he rendered a good account 
of his stewardship, and day by day grew 
stronger with the people he was serving. 

Colonel Blount was a member of the 
constitutional convention and on the floor 
of that never to be forgotten assembly 
was one of its leaders. 

Twenty Years in Con 

He was sent from this district to con- 
gress and for twenty years served not 
only the people of this section but of the 
entire state. 

On the floor of the house of repre- 
senatives he gained the recognition of 
the public as a man of worth and in- 
fluence, and in a short time was recog- 
nized as one of the leaders of his party. 

He was conservative but always active, 
and to his wisdom and discretion much 
of the good work of his party in con- 
gress was due. As he was completing 
his twenty years in congress he an- 
nounced that he would not be a candi- 
date for reelection, and notwithstanding 
the fact that he was importuned not only 
by his constituency, but by democrats 
both of Georgia and other states, he ad 
hered to his decision. 


Services in Hawaii. 

It was about this time that the Ha- 
wailan trouble attracted the attention of 
the people of the United States. The 
work of the Spreckles, the sugar monop- 
Oly people of the Pacific slope, was given 
a study by Colonel Blount after Presi- 
dent Cleveland had requested him to visit

That chapter of American history in 
which one of Georgia’s sons played a 
leading part has been written. But 
among Colonel Blount’s close personal 
friends here in Macon are untold para- 
graphs of that story which came fram 
his lips after. he returned to his old 
home. 

The incident of the American flag in 
which the name of Blount figured so 
prominently is known by all students of 
political history of that day and time. 

Had the report of Colonel Blount 
reached President Cleveland at an ear- 
lier date the history of Hawaii might 
have been different, for it is no secret 
that in disposing of the matter judicially 
the Georgian espoused the cause of the 
dethroned queen. 

When Colonel Blount offictally disposed 
of his Hawalian commission he returned 
to his old home in Mac@n and gave his 
time and attention to his plantation. 
Many efforts were made to induce him 
to return to public life, but all to no 
avail. Frequently he was sought for 
his opinion on matters political, but with 
a prudence few men possessed he ab- 
stained from showing his hand. 

Time and time again he was beseeched 
by the best newspaper reporters of the 
country for an expression of opinion 
upon live topics, but to all alike he gave 
a kind and courteous, but firm, refusal, 
and in the course of time passed from 
the observation of the general public, 
though he was never forgotten by those 
who knew him in the zenith of his career 
as a statesman. 

Colonel Blount, in early Hfe, married a 
Miss Wiley, a sister of Colonel Wiley, 
ordinary of Bibb county. Mrs. Blount 
and four children survive him. The chil- 
dren are: Judge James H. Blount, Jr., 
whose judicial turn of mind was recog- 
nized by his appointment to a judgeship 
in the Philippine islands; Joseph Blount, 
secretary to the ipterstate commerce 
commission, with headquarters in Wash- 
ington; Mrs. Lamar, of Macon, and Miss 
Fannie Blount. 

Colonel Blount has a sister and brother 
residing in Alabama and a half brother 
in Jones county. His father was married 
twice and so was his mother, thus mak- 
ing him a member of a family in which 
there were four sets of children. 

Colonel Blount died in the house he 
occupied when he first came to Macon. 

Apart from the fact that the funeral 
will take place Tuesday morning no ar- 
rangements have been made. soseph 
Blount, the absent son, will reach Macon 
tomorrow morning.

THEY SPOKE COOD 
WORDSOF BEECHER 


Mass Meeting in New York for 
Memorial to Great Preacher, — 


Former President Cleveland and Chief 
Justice Fuller Among the Speak- 
ers—Park To Be On Block 
on Which Plymouth 
Church Stands. 


New York. March 8.—A great mass 
meeting was held in the Academy of 
iMusic tonight for the purpose of raising 
funds to erect a memorial in honor of 
Henry Ward Beecher, the founder of 
Plymouth church, and for forty years 
its pastor. Many hundreds were turned 
away from the doors gathered at an over- 
flow meeting in Piymouth church. Mayor 
Seth Low presided, and among the prom- 
inent persons who paid tribute to the 
momory of the great preacher were For- 
Grover Cleveland, Justice 
D. J. Brewer, of the United States su- 
preme court; the Rev. Newell Dwight 
Hillis, of Plymouth church, and the Rev. 
Frank W. Gunsauius, of Chicago. 

The meeting was opened with prayer 
by the Rev. Dr. Reese, of Macon, Ga, 
and the Rev. Dr. Dickey, of the Amer!- 
ean church in Berlin. Favorite hymns 
were rendered by the Plymouth cholr. 

Mayor Low delivered the introductory 
address and then introduced Former 
Fresident Cleveland. 


Speech of Ex-President Cleveland. 

Mr. Cleveland spoke, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Chairman and Ladies and Gentle- 
men: I claim the right to join in these 
exercises for reasons peculiarly my own. 


I am here in obedience to an impulse 
that will not be denied; and I am ac- 


credited to this assemblage by a condition 
of heart and by an influence which hav2 


been strong within me for many years. 
“It is now more than forty-nine years 
ago that I heard in Pymouth church a 
sermon whose impressiveness has remain- 
ed fresh and bright in my mind during 
all the time that has since passed. In 
days of trial and troublou3 perplexity its 
remembrance has been an unfailing com- 
fort: and in every time of depression and 
discouragement the lesson it taught has 
brought restoration of hope and confi- 
dence. I remember as if it were but yes- 
terday the fervid eloquence of the great 
preacher as he captivated my youthful 
understanding and pictured to my aroused 
imagination the entrance of two young 
men upon the world’s jostling activities— 
one laden like a beast of burden, with av- 
aricious plans and sordid expectations, and 
the other with a light step and cheerful 
determination, seeking the way of duty 
and usefulness and striving for the re- 
ward promised to those who love and 
serve God and labor for humanity. I 
have never for a moment lost the im- 
pression made upon me by the vivid con- 
trast, thrillingly painted In words that 
burned, between the two careers; nor 
have I ever failed to realize the meaning 
of the truths taught by the description 
given of the happy compensations in life 
and the peace and solace in death of the 
one, and the racking disappointments in 
life and the despair in death of the other. 
What this sermon has been to me in all 
these years, I alone know. I present its 
recollections today as a personal creden- 
t.al of my own, especially entitling me to 
representation among those who meet to 
recall and memorialize the fame and use- 
fulness of Henry Ward Beecher.”

Justice Brewer’s Remarks. 

Justice Brewer, in part, said: 

“In the marvelous transforming years 
from 1850 to 1880 Henry Ward Beecher 
was a man of prodigious influence. He 
may well be called its great preacher. 
He was the most conspicuous member of 
an illustrious family. We are here to 
testify of him. Only a few speak, but 
you are all witnesses. Each heart test.- 
fies. Nay, more; the world is full of tes- 
timony. There is a cloud of witnesses. T 
stood by an open grave on the banks of. 
the Missisippi and saw lowered into it! 
the coffined body of Mr. Justice Miller. 
Not a handful of earth was thrown upon 
the coffin; but the school children of 
Keokuk, one by one, marched by and eacn 
dropped a flower into the grave till it 
was filled and a monument of flowers 
rose above the surrounding surface. Each 
flower was a witness and testified to the 
city’s love of its great jurist. By how 
many thousands of hearts is a flower thus 
placed this evening upon the memory of 
Henry Ward Beecher?

TWENTY CARRIERS FOR 
THE NEW OFFICE 


While in Washington Postmaster 
Blodgett Secured Tentative 
Promise of Additional 
Rural Free Delivery 
Routes for Fulton. 


Postmaster E. F. Blodgett returned to6 
Atlanta yesterday morning from Wash- 
ington and is highly pleased with the re- 
sults of his mission to the capital. 

Colonel Blodgett expects the new south 
fide station to be in operation by July 
1, the beginning of the next fiscal year. 
It is also announced that at that time the 
postoffice force will be substantially in- 
creased and the salaries of a number of 
employees will be raised. On March 16 
an additional carrier will be put on duty 
for the purpose of making a special bank 
and notel delivery. The schedule of this 
carrier will not be arranged until after 
the postmaster confers with the bank 
and hotel people: 

These are the improvements proposed 
for the Atlanta postal service between 
now and the Ist of July, the first news 
of which was published the past week in 
The Constitution from its Washington 
correspondent, 


The Postmaster Talks. 

When questioned yesterday afternoon in 
reference togthe n@w station, Postmasier 
Blodgett said: 

“The new south side station will be 
virtually another postoffice, as all fea- 
tures of the postal business will be trans- 
acted there. It is proposed to. trans- 
fer about twenty carriers to that office, 
and most of the mail for the south side 
will be from there. All collections from 
the residence section of the south 
will also be deposited there, but the €ol- 
lections from the business district will 
likely all continue to be received at the 
main office. 

“I have been instructed by the depart- 
ment to look into the question of avail- 
able and suitable sites and make other 
investigations, after which I will report 
to the department. An official will then 
b3; sent to Atlanta to look over the 
ground and select a location. It is the 
idea of the department to lease a buiid- 
ing in some convenient locality for the 
purposes of the station. 

The new station will have no effect on 
the proposed new government building 
for Atlanta. The plan of dividing the 
work of the main office among stations is 
followed and is necessary in the larger 
cities and Atlanta has reached that point 
in the growth of her postoffice business 
where another station is absolutely nec- 
essary. The establishment of such a 
station will be placing the Atlanta post- 
cifice on a metropolitan basis. 

“The postoffice department 18 very

There has, it seems, just been 
finished and placed in the capitol at 
Austin a statue which represents 
Houston as an Indian, which role he 
assumed atter his  self-banishment 
from Tennessee and when he went to 
live among the Cherokees. It is now 
proposed to have a duplicate of this 
statue made for statuary hall in the 
national capitol. In writing to a 
friend, Judge Reagan enters strong 
protest against this proposition. He 
Says: 


Surely no member of General Houston's 
family or real friend of his could wish to 
see him exhibited at the only period of his 
life of which neither he nor his family 
can feel proud. He who had been govern- 
or of the state of Tennessee; general of 
the armies which won the independence 
of Texas, was twice president of the re- 
public of Texas, three times sent by Tex- 
as to the Uyjted States senate and after- 
wards governor of this great state, should 
not be represented by such a travesty as 
the one in our capitol representing him 
in the garb of an Indian with a leather 
hunting shirt, and instead of a bow and 
arrow for the sake of unity of design, the 
representation of a sword to accompany 
the hunting shirt. His great character 
was that of a soldier and a statesman and 
not of an Indian, 

In the name of justice, honor and of 
fO0d taste and because of our apprecia- 
tion of the memory of this great and dis- 
tinguished general, statesman and citi- 
4en, as one citizen of Texas, I protest 
against the outrage upon Houston's mem- 
ory in sending this thing to Washing- 
ton.

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The Alabama Soldiers’ Home. 

The state of Alabama seems to be 
following in Georgia's footsteps in the 
matter of providing a home for her 
dependent ex-confederate soldiers. The 
Alabama legislature has refused to 
vote an appropriation for making 
available the Falkner home for that 
purpose, just as the Georgia legisla- 
tures for eleven years refused to open 
the Georgia Confederate home to the 
old veterans. 

Naturally, there is considerable feel- 
ing among the friends of the soldiers’ 
home movement, and the legislature's 
action has brought on quite an issue 
throughout the state. The Montgom- 
ery Advertiser severely criticises 
those members of the legislature who 
are responsible for the defeat of the 
appropriation, and calls upon the peo 
ple to remember their action when 
they again offer for office. 

Without desiring to intrude upon 
the affairs of a neighboring state, The 
Constitution feels called upon to say 
to those members of the Alabama leg- 
islature who opposed the opening of 
this home that they are making the 
same mistake so many of our well- 
meaning Georgia statesmen made for 
a number of years—and one which 
will be just as much regretted in the 
end. 

Those who opposed the opening of 
the Georgia home were actuated by 
just the same motives, no doubt, as 
controlled the Alabama legislature in 
voting down an appropriation—a con- 
scientious belief that such a home 
would not prove the best thing for the 
old soldiers themselves. As to their 
worthiness and the obligation which 
the state is under, there can be no 
difference of opinion among true 
southern men. 

But Georgia's experience with her 
Soldiers’ home has conclusively dem- 
onstrated that the point is not well 
taken: and this experience should be 
a guide for Alabama in acting upon 
the same proposition. The conditions 
in the two states, as in all other 
southern states, are practically the 
same—except that Georgia pays in 
pensions to her old soldiers more than 
any other southern state, and nearly 
as much as all of them combined. 

It is not true, so far as the expe- 


rience of this state goes, that the de- 


pendent veterans will not avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to enter 
“pauperizes”

If Alabama would 
profit by Georgia’s experience, gained 
after long delay in doing what should 
have been done at the outset, she will 
take advantage of the first opportu- 
nity to rectify the mistake made by 
her present legislature in refusing to 
care for her old soldiers in a home 
provided by the state.

Telegraph Rates in Australia. 

The admirable system for the con- 
duct of elections which has been taken 
Australia would seem to war- 
looking to the Australian 
commonwealth for valuable informa- 
tion in other directions: The sys- 
tem of arbitration prevailing in that 
country, or some portions of it, has 
met the hearty approval of students 
and publicists, and has been followed 
as a model by some of the American 
states. The land system, under which 
the deeds to property are issued i- 
rectly by the government, has many 
Strong advocates in this country. 
Tuere are possibilities of improve- 
ment of our own system in all of 
these directions, 

If, however, we should enter upon 
this thing of imitating Australia in 
any material degree, perhaps that 
feature which would meet most gen: 
eral popular approval would be in the 
adoption of the Australian telegraph 
system. The telegraph service 
throughout that commonwealth is the 
cheapest in the world. As in Euro 
pean countries, the telegraph system 
is operated by the government as a 
part of the postal system. A compari- 
son in prices, which is presented in a 
recent article of The Review of Re- 
views, shows that Australians send 
more than twice as many messages 
as Americans do in proportion to pop- 
ulation, and that the rates, although 
low, are sufficient to pay the cost of 
operating expenses of every kind, in- 
cluding the cost of maintenance and 
a good interest on the original expeuse 
of construction.

Washington, March §,—(Special.)—It 
may be something more than merely an 
interesting coincidence that three of the 
five new senators who reach that body 
by way of membership in the house 
have been members of the house com- 
mittee on ways and means. The five men 
who stepped directly from house mem- 
bership into the senate are Messrs. Hop- 
kins, Newlands, Long, Latimer and Ball. 
Mr. Ball's election to one 
seats from Delaware may properly 
regarded as a ‘“‘fluké’’ and nothing else, 
for he has not eafned election to the 
senate through any particular demonstra- 
tion of ability in the house. He was a 
one-term member of that body, had been 
defeated for reelection through the infiu- 
ence of Addicks, and would not have 
been thought of for the senate had it 
not been that he represented the anti- 
Addicks forces, who, in the agreement 
reached at Dover, were given the short 
term. Mr. Hopkins, Mr. Newlands, Mr. 
Latimer and Mr. Long have been. ac- 
tive members of the house—three of 
them, as stated above, members of the 
Ways and means committee. Speaker 
Cannon will, in the light of this: prece- 
dent, find a host of applicants for mem- 
bership upon that committee in the next

Gorman the Central Figure. 

Of the new genators it is natural that 
Senator Gorman should be the central 
figure. Political friends and political en- 
emies regard it as but an act of jus- 
tice that he should have been reelected 
to membership in the body with which 
he had been so closely Identified. From 
having at one time been a page in the 
United States senate, he rose to mem- 
bership in that body and served eighteen 
years continuously. Then came the up- 
heaval in Maryland politics which gave 
the republicans a brief—but* too long—pe- 
riod of domination, and he was defeated. 
Senator Wellington was elected as ‘the 
successor to the late Senator Gibson 
and Senator McComas was named as 
the successor of Senator Gorman. Tne 
animosities which made this upheaval 
possible have been swept away and 
Gorman has been relected by a triumph- 
ant democracy to succeed Wellington. 
That he should come back to assume 
the democratic leadership of the senat2 
is in the nature of poetic justice, and 
is, as I have pointed out, an occasion 
for congratulation to the democracy of 
Maryland and of the nation. 

Gum Shoe Bill. 

Another democrat of national 
nence “who.comes into the senate and 
who will, it is believeg, add _ political 
strength to the minority, is Senator Wil- 
liam Joel Stone, of Missouri, who suc- 
ceeds Senator Vest upon the latter's vol- 
untary retirement. Senator Stone is best 
known through the fact of his having 
been governor of his state and because 
of his activity as a member of the na- 
tlonal democratic committee. He is a na- 
tive of Kentucky, as was Senator Vest, 
and .like his predecessor he moved to 
Missouri at an early day. He is not un- 
known to Washington, because he served 
three terms in congress, being a member 
of the forty-ninth, fiftieth and fifty-first 
congresses. Generally known throughout 
the political world as “Gum Shoe Bill,” 
Senator Stone is noted for his quiet po- 
litical methods. This does not necéssa- 
rily imply that he is a silent man. fer 
he is an able debater and ont west is 
reckoned a fine political orator. 

Another son of Kentucky who was 
elected to the lower house of congress 
at the same time that Senator Stone be- 
came a member of that body is one 
of the new members of the senate— 
James B,. McCreary. Sénator McCreary 
was also governor of his state. He was 
first elected to the forty-ninth congress, 
serving continuously until the end of the 
fifty-fourth. He was a lieutenant colonel 
of Kentucky cavalry during the civil 
war, is a lawyer, has been active in 
Kentucky politics almost continuously 
since the end of the war, having been a 
member of the house of delegates and 
speaker of that body. 

Senator From Chevy Chase. 

Senator Newlands will be known as the 
“Senator from Chevy Chase" as well as 
the senatoys from Nevada. 

Mr. Newlands has large interests about 
Washington 4nd was the principal pro- 
mofer of the pretty suburb just across 
the Maryland line called Chevy Chase. 
He is a native of Mississippi, a graduate 
of Yale, and a man with very large in- 
terests both in’ and out of Nevada. He 
has been a citizen of that state since 1x9 
and a member of congress cgntinuously 
for ten years.

These letters have attracted 
no little attention, and have been a con- 
siderable factor In creating the sentiment 
which has made possible a convention of 
all the states to settle the perplexing 
question.

What Senator Hatten Hopes. 

He talked of his hopes as follows: 

“My object in introducing the resolu- 
tions is patent on their faces. 1 have 
been reading letters in The Milwaukee 
Sentinel with a great interest, as bearing 

the race problem, and am convinced 
is time oomnething was done. After 
conversation with a few gentlemen on the 
subjeet I concluded to draw up and sub- 
mit the resolutions to the legislature. _ 

“If passed’ they will make Wisconsin 
the pioneer in the moyement, and. I think 
the results will redound to her honor. 

“It is essential that the delegates should 
be bronad-minded, liberal men, moved by 
a patrotic desire to solve this greatest ot 
all proble ms that confronts the nation to- 
day. They should not go in a spirit of 
fault finding or criticism, but rather as 
Seekers after-information. Men who go 
to learn of the situation in all its bear- 
ings*and give judgment only after hear- 
ing what is said by those most affected by 
locality. 

“rt is true the problem affects the whole 
country, and its solution is the business 
of every patrotic citizen. But it is alse 
true that in its practical workings it i* 
confined to a comparatively small amount 
of our vast territory. 

“T have often been in the south. and 
know the southern people, both black 
and white. I believe that the white citi- 
zen of the south is as kindly in his fee!l- 
ing toward the colored people as are the 
men of the north. But the southerner 
lives where the colored people are numer- 
ous, and knows their peculiarities better 
than the people of the north. 

“There should be no polities in the con- 
ference, and so far as possible governors 
should refrain from appointing politicians 
as delegates. The men who go to Atlanta 
should represent the patrotism of the 
land, and should go intent onlv on learn- 
ing the true facts of the situation and 
trving to arrive at conclusions that will 
aid in solving the greatest problem now 
before the country. 

“The south needs the negro. Needs him 
er its plantations and in all industries 
Without his labor but little could be dons 
toward developing the industries of the 
so-called cotton states. The negro was 
born there and wants to stav and bring 
un his families in the land of his choice 
He is used to the whites and their wavs 
and it certainly seems to me that a con 
vention of the representative patriotic men 
of all the states ought to be able to devise 
means by which the whites and the blacks 
can live together. each enijovinge his own 
rights. and both in accord for good gov- 
ernment.”’

SERVICE FOR “GEORGIA” 
IS WIDELY DISCUSSED 


The plan to make a presentation to 
the battle ship Georgia when she is com- 
pleted and in commission is being quite 
generally discussed, and already steps 
have been taken toward arriving at some 
idea of just what will be the proper 
thing to do. | 

Professor W. S. Yeats, state geologist, 
has received from Tiffany & Co., of New 
York, a price list of gold and silver ar- 
ticles from which might be selected a 
handsome service in either metal. Pro- 
fessor Yeates wrote some days ago for 
an estimate of ecst of a gold and silver 
service, and -the figures received were 
somewhat startling. The estimate was 
made on a set of thirty to forty pieces, 
and the price for the whole _ imn_silver 
complete was in the neighborhood of $16,- 
N00. 

For the gold service, consisting of the 
same articles, the price quoted was $168,- 
000, of which about $138,000 was for the 
g0ld alone and the balance for the man- 
ufacture. From either the silver or the 
gold pieces, however, several might be 
selected which would make a handsome 
service at a comparatively moderate cost. 

The reason Professor Yeates asked for 
auotations on the gold senvice was be- 
cause it has been suggested that a ser- 
vice be made of Géorgia gold to rest 
on a table made entirely of Georgia mar- 
ble in various colors. 

In remarking upon the gold service for 
which the above figures were quoted, 
Tiffany & Co. stated in their letter that 
it would require a large and massive 
table to hold all of the articles men- 
tioned on account of their great weight. 


——— 


Just what will be done along this line 
has not yet been determined, as there 
has been no organized movement in the 
matter. It will be at least eighteen 
months before the Georgia is completed 
and there is plenty of time for the 
plans to take shape. 

In the meantime Steve Postell, the 
well-Known newspaper correspondent, has 
been advancing some ideas as to what 
programme should be pursued in the mat- 
ter of making a presentation to the new 
battle ship. 

“Unquestionably the presentation should 
be made in Georgia waters,’’ Mr. Postell 
said. ‘‘And it ought to be done at 
Savannah. I think the battle ship shogld 
be brought as far up the Savannah river 
as possible, though, perhaps, she would 
have to anchor in Tybee Roads. Never- 
theless, that wou!d give everybody who 


went to Savannan an opportunity to go 
down and see her, for there would be 
plenty of excursion boats on hand. for 
the purpose. 

‘"Mhere should be a two days’ pro- 
gramme, the features of the first day con- 
sisting of the presentation speeches and 
any other ceremonies in that connection, 
to be held in Savannah in some large 
hall, probably at the theater. The sec- 
ond day could be devoted to any exer- 
cises’ that might be arranged aboard the 
vessel, With the proper arrangements 
it would be possible for several thou- 
sand people to go aboard the battle ship 
during the day, and while all who de- 
sfred to do so might not be able to get 
aboard, everybody could get close enough 
te get a good view from the excursion 
steamers. The railroads would put on 
particularly low rates for the occasion, 
and it would indeed be a gala day not 
only’ for Savannah, but for all of Geor- 
gia.”’ 

Savannahians who have spoken of the 
matter express the opinion that Savan- 
nah and that section of the state will 
contribute a large proportion of the pur- 
chase money. Several well-known Geor- 
gians who contemplate a trip to New 
York within a short time have agreed 
to look into the inatter and see what is 
the best thing that’ can be done in ths 
way of securing a proper gift for the 
great vessel that is to bear Georgia's 
name. 


Miss Louise DuBose, of Athens, some 
time ago took up the matter of raising 
a fund towards making a presentation to 
the battle ship Georgla whenever it 
should go into commission, and called on 
Governor Terrell with reference to the 
matter. It is a part of her plan to ar- 
range at the proper time a day on which 
al] the schoo] children of the state shall 
be asked to contribute their mite, 

If each one of the 600,000 school chil- 

dren of the state should contribute 5 
cents to the cause, the total would be the 
magnificent sum of $30,000,more than suffi- 
cient in itself to purchase a_ splendid 
gift, 
- Miss DuBose thinks the presentation 
should be secured in some such way as 
this; in other words, that it should come 
from all the state instead of from a few 
who would then have to subscrib@ large 
amounts. 

To carry out this plan would require 
some systematic organization which 
would reach to every corner of - the 
state.

Waycross Capitalists Raising Funds 


for New Enterprise. 

Waycross, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)—

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MANY ARE THE JUBILEES 
OF FAMOUS:POPE LEO 
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Special Correspondence. 

Rome, February 25.—Leo XIII, who has 
been called the ‘‘pope of many jubilees,”’ 
is now celebrating the: most important of 
them all, that is, the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of his coronation, which conferg 
on him the famous “days of St. Peter.’ 

The Apostle Peter, the keeper of the 
keys of heaven and hell, was, according 
to Cat@olic tradition, supreme pontiff for 
a quarter of a century, so ever since it 
has been the ambition of the popes to 
reign for that length of time, although 
it was considered, up to the late pontiti- 
cate, as impossible and perhaps unlucky. 
Pius IX, however, broke the charm, as 
he in the ehair St. Peter thirty- 
one years and a half, to the admiration 
of the faithful, but also to the secret fear 
of the more superstithous, who did not 
fai] to point out that the only pape wko 
beyond the. ‘‘days of. St. Peter’ 
had fearful woes. These same croakers 
are now waiting for Leo’s twenty-five 
years tO pass and predicting all kinds of 
morrors for the papacy. . 

But from all indications the present 
pontiff is not near his end. Although of 
delicate appearance, his fiber is tough 
and strong, and as he is always watched 
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with the care bestowed on an infant, he 
is in a fair way to see one hundred years. 
Not one of his senses has failed him, 
while his brain is ‘as clear and acute as 
ever it was, the proof being the polished 
Latin verses which he occasionally gives 
to the public. His encyclicals are not 
such conclusive proof as they might, of 
course, be written by another hand, but 
no other but Leo XIII himself could pro- 
duce his Latin poems, 

The programme for the various cere- 
monies extend to April 28. The greatest 
and most imposing function will be that 
of March 3d, the anniversary of the pope's 
coronation day, when ne will descend into 
St. Peter's, dressed in the full pontifical 
robes, wearing the new triple crown, pre- 
sented by the faithful generally, and ecar- 
ried in the sedia gestatoria, by eight men 
in red brocade, preceded by a gleaming, 
jewelled cross, held aloft by a small boy 
in white, and followed by the historic 
flabelli, or feather fans, which have fig- 
ured in great papal functions for over 
a thousand years. The ones to be used 
on this occasion are of special interest 
to Americans, as they were presented to 
the pope by Mrs. Joseph Drexel, who car- 
ried off the old ones to be put in the mu- 
seum of the University of Pennsylvania. 

These will be the central points of in- 
terest in the procession, the effect being 
heightened by a concourse of cardinals, 
high prelates and the Swiss and noble 
guards, together with members of the 
papal court, in a kind of Elizabethan cos- 
fume, and many members of the aristoc.- 
racy. The pope will give a special blegs- 
ing after the service. 


* The last ceremony, that of ‘April 18, will 


take the form of solemn congratulations 
and good wishes, as Leo will on that day 
have attained exactly the years, months

TO WALL STREET 


Germans Feared the Rates of 
Exchange Would De- 
cline, 


Berlin, March 8.—The events in Wall 
street received unusual attention on the 
boerse here last week and caused specu- 
lators to show great reserve which was 
increased by the rising money rates. The 
domestic government bonds lost fraction- 
ally and most foreign rentes were weaker. 
Canadian Pacifics were sold _ heavily, 
owing to the reaction in New York, the 
week's drop being 5.37, The influence of 
Wall street Operators, however, was felt 
here chiefly as a borrower of money, for 
which they were offering 6 per cent and 
above. Much was taken New York 
yesterday, but several of the largest Ber- 
lin houses having New York connections 


for 


showed a manifest disinclination to place 


money there now, believing that the ex- 
isting rates of exchange would not con- 
tinue and that they might incur loss upon 
the withdrawal of the loans. A further 
reasons for not lending to Wali stréet 
was that Germany has lent immense 
sums to London and Paris, which must 
later reverse the present high rates of ex- 
change when the loans are repaid. These 
considerations, and the American demand, 
raised the private rate of discount 3-8. 

The industrial market showed an Irreg- 
ular tendency last week. Coal shares 
were higher, while irons were lower, al- 
though the iron market reports remain 
favorable. The Silesian rolling mills as- 
sociation raised its price 5 marks per 
ton for the next quarter. The American 
demand for pig iron increased and Ameri- 
can purchases are also reported from 
AuStria. The banks were moderately 
lower upon the disappointment of the ex- 
aggerated of speculators caused 
by the annual reports. Electricals were 
lower, as were also ocean transportation 
shares. Machineries were partly higher, 

The Week in London. 

London, March 8.—ihe stock market 
last week was absolutely featureless ex- 
eept for grand trunks, the January re- 
port of which caused & quick realization 
by the bulls, who had been booming them 
for some weeks. This flurry affected the 
genera! trading, which continued dull, 
though there was still some evidence that 
the general public was coming into the 
market. Consols, which rallied last Mon- 
day on the dividend declared, dropped 
when the advance induced holders to sell, 
and continued depressing during the re- 
mainder of the week. Americans were 
dull, the list generally showing the clos- 
ing prices to be below those of the pre- 
vious week. This, moreover, was true 
of all the departments with few excep- 
tions. The scarcity of money, the ex- 
treme cautiousness displayed by outsiders 
and the depression on Wall street were 
tributary causes of the unfavorable con- 
ditions prevailing here. 

Manchester Cloth Market. 

Manchester, March &-—The cloth méar- 
ket was in an unsettled condition last 
week owing to the fluctuations in cotton 
and an absence of confidence prevailed. 
Manufacturers find it impossible to com- 
mit themselves for even a few hours, 
There were a fair number of offers for 
eertain descriptions of cloth, but they 
were mostly impracticable. Some trans- 
actions in China staples were made where 
makers did not hold out for extreme 
rates. The India trade was not brisk and 
was chiefly confined to the lower grades 
of the lighter fabrics. The values were 
much too high to permit of any freedom 
in the operations. There was a minor 
eastern demand for miscellaneous goods, 
but the purchases were limited. Busi- 
ness in yarns was difficult to arrange. 
The buyers operated very moderately and 
the spinners showed no anxiety to sell.

London, February 25.—America import- 
ed from! this country the’ ‘‘missigg word” 
mania and the ‘‘Have You Got That Ten 
Pound Note?’ delirium, and it will be 
rather surprising if the United States 
does not catch the germ of the craze 
which at ‘this moment has in its grip 
the British nation—or at least that por- 
tion of it which reads cheap periodi- 
cals. 

This latest might be described as the 
‘prize picture craze.’’ The idea is simply 
tae old “rebus’ scheme, but it is being 
worked @n a really remarkable scale. 
‘Pearson's Weekly’’—which also started 
the ten-pound-note excitement—began the 
fe]! business by offering $25 a week for 
life to the person who gave the largest 
number of correct titles to a series of 
pictures which it is now printing. The 
pictures represent the names of railway 
stations in England—for instance a pic- 
ture of two swans and an “E”’ stands for 
“Swansea,” and so forth. The Weekly— 
which sells for 2 cents—also offers $25,000 
in consolation prizes. Then ‘‘Tit-Bits’— 
Pearson's great rival—came into the field 
with an offer of an elght-roomed house 
as a prize for ‘a similar contest, and 
‘Answers,'’ still another cheap weekly, 
got in line by offering $5,000 as the prize 
for guessing a further series of pictures— 
this time representing proper names. And 
so the thing spread. 

At the present moment it is a pretty 
unenterprising penny weekly or six-penny 
magazine which isn’t running a contest 
of some kind, and it is a singularly un- 
emotional person that hasn't been be- 
guiled into spending at least a moment 
or two in trying to figure out what the 
mischief a picture of—for instance—a 
Frenchman, a “‘C’’ and a donkey's head 
possibly can stand for. 

Perhaps the most ingenious of all the 
schemes is the ‘contest’ which the 
Strand magazine has just started. A 
prize is maeall of $5,000 for naming the 
best twelve advertisements to appear in 
the magazine in the next six months— 
the order of merit being decided by the 
votes of the contestants themselves. 

It is easy to see how speedily the 
“Strand” will be in a position to boost 
its rates for advertising during the six 
monthsr to such an extent as to recoup 
itself several times over for the be- 
stowal of the $5,000 prize, if, indeed, the 
advance js not made from the start of 
the ‘‘contest.”’ 

By the way, it would be rather a joke 
if the twelve “ads’’ adjudged the most 
attractive happened to be of American 
origin—the announcements of traders in 
the United States occupying considerable 
space in the “Strand” at present.

Gustave Flaubert took itn fostering the 
literary style of his pupil. De Maupas- 
sant. and have surmised therefrom that he 
must have pruned and polished his: own 
work quite as laboriously. 

Proof of the correctness of this sug- 
gestion is now forthcoming from a French 
writer who has just been permitted to 
examine Flauhbert’'s unpublished papers, 
and who has written an essay on the au- 
thor’s “lahor of style.” He ts especially 
interesting when he describes Flaubert’s 
treatment of the administration of the 
extreme unction to the heroine in 
“Madame Bovary.” a plece of writing - 
which many critics have pronounced al- 
most perfect. 

Flaubert wrote this description five 
times in succession, and the last draft 
was as different as possible from the first, 
To begin with, the author set down only 
his general iuea. He afterwards elaborat- 
ed it. and finally cut out different parts. 
Concerning the final draft, the French 
critic says: ‘In the fourth he said every- 
thing he thought possible to say, while 
in the fifth and last he said everything 
he thought possible to say in the fewest 


possible words.’

“There are two of God in the 
world condemning sin. The voice of 
Sinai and the voice of Calvary have with 
regard to sin the same message. In 
the law God lifts up His wrath against 
it. In the prophets He denounces it and 
proclaims its penalty, and when the last 
flicker of Malachi's torch dies out one 
fearful and impressive revelation is left 
us by the Old Testament. It is God's 
hatred of sin. In the New Testament 
we have the same revelation, but a dif- 
ferent mefhod. 

“Sin in the new dispensation sin 
shown against the background of love. 
Sin is worse than before. The cross of 
Christ reveals its enormity. It condemns 
ein as the thing that God at all costs 
will put down. The Bible in the two 
dispensations exhibits God in no change 
of mind. but it does show Him in a 
change of method. And in the last view 
sin is uncovered unsparingly as God's and 
man’s enemy. 

“T love to dwell upon these New Testa- 
ment evidences of God's wrath against 
sin. 

“T love to contrast the thunders of 
Sinai with the thunders of Calvary. 

“How firm is the hand of love against 
gin; how mighty is the arm of Grace! 

‘**T will blot out as thick clouds all thy 
transgressions,’ ‘who loved us and gave 
fHimself for us and loosed us from our 
sins.’ These words ‘blot out’ and ‘loosed’ 
have with them an intense meaning. So 
ft is with this word ‘purged.’ ‘Who when 
fie had by Himself ‘‘purged’’ away our 
sins.’ 

“There is in the text another emphasis. 
‘Who when He had by Himeself'—‘by 
Himself.’ Jesus Christ was the most 
solitary being who ever trod this earth. 
Great men live much alone. Superiority 
is necessarily an isolation. The loneli- 
ness of Christ is marked from the hour 
of His birth. The contention that Christ's 
boyhood and youth were not different 
from other sewish lads is an inference 
not sustained by what we have. revealed 
in the gospels. 

“The marks of His divinity were even 
then pronounced. It was not the dis- 
temper of the mind called melancholy 
that set Him apart among His fellows, 
but His character, His mission, His un- 
earthly relations. ‘Wist ve not that I 
must be about my Father's business.’ 
The boy who said that was not an ordi- 
nary boy. History has assigned Christ 
to its high and lonely company of the 
solitary spirits who look down from the 
heights of character, virtue and achieve- 
ment. 

“But it was especially as the text says 
that our Lord was ‘by himself’ when He 
entered into the place of atonement. 
We cannot draw a rigid line assuming to 
say when and where in his life the aton- 
ing work of Christ began. 

“Atonement was in all He was and did. 
The cross lay beside Him in the cradle. 
But we know that the agony and death

Summer School in Session. 

Athens, Ga.. March 8.—(Special.)—The 
directors of the University of Georgia 
summer school held an important meeting 
in the office of Chancellor Hill yesterday 
morning, at which all the directors except 
Miss Mildred Rutherford were present. 

An examination of the affairs of the 
summer school developed the fact that 
assets amounting to $10,000 were in sight, 
as follows: - Three thousand dollars sub- 
scribed by citizens of Athens; $3,000 to be 
donated by the general educational board, 
and $1,000 contributed by the trustees of 
the university.

RURAL ROUTE FOR CLARKE. 


Special Government Agent at Athens 
Arranging Debate. 

Athens, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)—Frank 
P. Boushee, special agent of the postoffice 
department, was here from Washington 
yesterday for the purpose of arranging 
preliminary details for the establishment 
of a new rural free mail delivery route. 
The new route will cover the territory 
leading out of Athens on the Jefferson 
road to Shackelford’s store in Jackson 
county, about 9 miles from Athens, thence 
to Tallessee Shoals and from there back 
to Athens. The route will cover about 25 
miles and will cover a very important 
territory. 

An examination for a carrier for this 
route will be held at Jefferson on March 
14, when a number of young men will 
enter the examination. ‘he position will 
pay $50 per month, nothing more than 
an ordinary common school education 
being required. 

in connection with this route, a car- 
riér on a rural route out from Jeffersor 
will meet the carrier on the new route 
at Shackelford’s store, exchanging mail, 
wnich wiit give an excellent service to 
parties iiving along the two routes. The 
heW route Was secured through tne efforts 
oc Congressman howard, wno js doing 
Splenuia work tor his constituents in this 
aistrict. ‘ihis is tne second rural route 
secured by Mr. Howard for Clarke coun- 
ty,”and it is understood others will be 
inaugurated during the present year.
